She shut herself up in an attic 


chamber and cut a bole in tbe door for 
her cat. She saw no one, "and lived 
without a fire, and had she lived to-day 
she would have been deemed slightly 
crazy. 
Abigail Adams' health failed her 


after she had lived four months ia the 
White House. She left it and went 
back to Massachusetts, and died there, 
aged seventy-four. Dolly Madison was 
driven from Washington when the Bri- 
tish burned the Capitol in 1814, but the 
shock did not kill her. She returned here 
to live after her husband's death, and she 
died at seventy-seven in 1849. 


Mrs. John Quincy Adams also lived to 


be seventy-seven years of age. 
She was 


married at twenty-two, and Was born, 
educated aud married in London. John 
Quincy Adams was engaged to her three 
years before he married her, and her first 
tour after her wddding was to Berlin, 
where 
Mr. Adams went to serve as 


Minster. 


It is a curious fact that the first three 


Presidents married widows. The stories 
of their courtships abound in romance. 
Geofge Washington was a Colonel on his 
way to Williirasburg, the old Capital of 
Virginia, when he was stopped by dii old 
planter friend and was asked to stay over 
night. 
He replied his business was ur- 


gent, and a stoppage of any kind was Im- 
possible.

He lives more than 
comfortably, yet not extravagantly. H« 
is a strong Prohibitionist and was a candi- 
date for Governor of Ohio on the prohibi- 
tion ticket a few years since. 
He will 


not employ a drinking man in his mills. 
Nearly all his workmen a-e Germans, yet 
they are strictly temperate. 
Thev have 


learned to relish a drink known as oat- 
meal water even better than they did their 
beer in the Faderland. 
Once each year 


Schumacher gives his one thousand em- 
ployes a picnic and every New Year's day 
invites them to a feast at his house. 


The one great peculiarity of this man 


is his personal attire. He owns two suits 
of clothing. 
One is a dress suit, which 


he wears only on Sunday, and the other 
is a cheap ready-made affair, white with 
the dust from his mills. This is his busi- 
ness suit. He wears it everywhere—to 
the mills, offices, on the street and at 
home. To an overcoat he is almost a 
stranger. 
Half of his employes are bet- 


ter dressed. 
He looks shabby and his 


sons are put to shame at times by his 
costume. 
The sons are inclined to be of 


the dudish order. Last winter the boys 
prevailed upon the old gentleman to pur- 
chase a new overcoat. He threw up his 
bands in horror. 
He did not need a new 


coat, and, besides, he could not afford it. 
The sons went to their tailor. 
They in- 


struoted him to sell their father a new 
overcoat at the first opportunity and at a 
small figure, ranch below its actual value.

OVERPRODUCTION. 


In every civilized land, at 
tins time, 


says the New York Tribune, there is a 
complaint that times are hard. 
Every- 


where the cause is said by many to be 
overproduction. 
But how can it be a 


curse to mankind to have the objects of 
human desire supplied in greater abund- 
ance and more cheaply-! If 
there is 


overproduction all over tho world, as 
some reason, that moans merely that the 
supply of things useful for human hap- 
piness is greater all over the world than 


natural suggestion, we are told that a 
vast amount of labor has been displaced 
by machinery, that a general disturbance 
of the labor market has been caused, and 
that a great number of persons have been 
thrown out of employment. The very 
change which some call a blessing brings 
ruin to many producers, and forces many 
employers to cut down wages, aud cur- 
tails the ability of workers to consume 
products of other industries. Thus we 
are taught to believe that the progress of 
science and invention is a progress toward 
human misery. 


Is it true, then, tlmt machinery has 


displaced human labor i A century ago 
relatively fewer persons were employed 
in any other avocation than tilling the 
soil than are now so employed. Machin- 
ery has created a new world; it has 
cheapened almost everything than man 
desires. It has brought within the reach 
of the humblest not only a vast number 
ofproducts wholly unknown a century ago, 
but luxuries and comforts which a cen- 
tury ago even the richest could not afford 
to commonly enjoy. 
Meanwhile has it 


displaced labor' 
On the contrary it has 


made work for a vast population outside 
of the ruder arts which were formerly 
pursued. 
Has it displaced the shoe- 


maker? 
No, more persons than ever 


before are making shoes, because more 
shoes are made and used, cheapness per- 
mitting multitudes to wear them who 
formerly could not. So there are more 
sewing girls, in spite of sewing machines. 
There are more farm workers in spite of 
all the agricultural machines. 
There are 


more cotton and woollen and silk weavers 
in spite of those numerous improvements 
which seem to do with steam aud iron the 
work of human hands better than human 
hands could do it. 
And to crown all. the 


wages in all branches of labor have risen. 
In every occupation, from the rudest to 
the most skilled, from farm labor to tho 
most delicate manipulation of tools and 
machinery, labor is better paid in money 
than it was before the age of invention. 
And, moreover, each dollar of the money 
received will buy far more food than n 
dollar would have bought a century ago, 
far more clothing, and more things for tho 
supply of all human wants. 


Thus it is simply blundering to say 


that machinery does, or can, in the long 
run, supplant or displace human labor. 
On the contrary, the use of machinery is 
limited only by the human labor that can 
be bought to employ it, 
Kvcry labor- 


saving invention enables one human want 
to be more cheaply supplied, so that :i 
part of the human expended in satisfying 
it can be turned to the supply of other 
wants. The overproduction theory, ex- 
cept as limited to a very narrow field, and 
within a narrow compass of time, is al- 
together without foundation. The human 
race as a whole does not suffer because 
its powers of production are increased, or 
because its wants can be. more easily and 
cheaply supplied, or because things need- 
ful for human comfort and use are more 
abundantly produced. 
Temporarily, and 


within some particular market, produc- 
tion may at times so far outrun tbe de- 
mand that a disturbance results. 
But 


that is not the phenomenon which we are 
now witnessing. The disturbance of in- 
dustry in these days affects many coun- 
tries, though in different measures ; and 
while it would have affected this country 
but little, if at all, but for the disturbance 
of the tariff question, and has affected us- 
only within the patt year or two, it has 
continued in Great Britain and other 
countries with increasing force for nearly 
ten years. The philosophers who preach 
of overproduction have not yet detected 
the cause of tbe evil. 


SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY.

rapid motion has a remarkable effect in

water. This leads Mr. Mattieu Williams 
to remark that tho steamboats on the 
Thames, of which complaints have been 
made because they disturb tho bottom, 
are ceally very valuable agents from a 
sanitary point of view, for the violent 
agitation they produce must greatly les* 
sen the river's foulness.

which agitate otherwise stagnant canals 
must also bo regarded as great bencfac" 
tor?. \ W' -- " -T - . 


A German investigator, II. 11. Gop- 


pert, has made some experiments to de- 
termine whether, as had been previously 
stated, plants, bulbs and roots are killed 
by sudden thawing, and not by the pre- 
ceding freezing. 
He submitted potatoes 


and the bulbs of hyacinths, narcissus, etc., 
to a temperature of about three degrees 
below freezing, and then suddenly to (if- 
teeu degrees below freezing. This killed 
all the bulbs, whether they were afterward 
thawed either slowly or rapidly, but none 
of the bulbs damaged by exposure simply 
to three degrees below freezing, the po- 
tatoes only being frozen. 
Certain flowers 


which were tried were killed directly when 
frozen, and could not be revived by 
gradual thawing. The buds of some 
woody plants bore a temperature of zero, 
or a few degrees below, and subsequent 
thawing at 77 degrees without injury. 


A possible source of danger to marin- 


ers is suggested by a report that during 
the night of Aug. 23, 1884, tha lantern 
of a Cuban lighthouse was surrounded by 
such a cloud of red insects that the 
light, as seen 
from a distance, was 


changed to a decidedly rod color. 


Some French scientists now regard the 


zodiacal light as simply a reflection of 
light from the illuminated part of the

A new electro-magnet, claimed to be 


considerably more powerful than the or- 
dinary form, has been produced by Mons. 
A. llicco, of Palermo, Sicily. 
A long 


strip of sheet-iron is rolled around a nut of 
soft iron, oiled paper being placed bet- 
ween the different layers of the strip to iso- 
late them. One pole of the battery is con- 
nected with the nut, to which the inner 
end of the iron strip is soldered, while the 
other is connected with the outer end. 
The passage of the current through tho 
strip magnetizes not only the nut but also 
each layer of the iron coil, which plays 
the double role of conductor and mag- 
netic substance, 


In Paris, an electric lamp fed with a 


portable accumulator has been selected 
and rendered obligatory for use in seek- 
ing leaks in gas pipes. It is probable 
that many disastrous explosions will be 
thus avoided. 


A remarkable worm—known to the 


natives of the Fiji Islands by the name of 
"Mbalolo" and to naturalists as Salola 
viri<lis—h found in certain of the coral 
archipelagoes of the Pacific. 
The worms 


appear periodically in great numbers, 
and are highly esteemed by the Fijians as 
an article of food. 
The worms only 


make their appearance to spawn, and the 
time is reported to be the last quarter- 
ing of the moon in October, unless that 
falls at the beginning of the month, in 
which case there will intervene another 
lunar month. 
There is, however, a sec- 


ond appearance of Saluio each year, oc- 
curring a month after the first, and 
probably comprising such worms as were 
not sufficiently mature to spawn in Oc- 
tober.

Too often the summer ends a good 


supply of fresh vegetables 
for tablo 


use. 
More particularly is this true 


regarding those 
whose supply conies 


from their own gardens. 
In 
smal 


quantities it is not easy to keep in fine 
condition a supply that at all times can 
be easily accessible. But with n part of 
the cellar kept perfectly cool, free from 
all artificial heat, secure from much frost 
(a littki doing no injury), and if rightly 
put away with facilities of good ventila- 
tion in warm spells one can have fresh 
and in good condition carrots, boots, pars- 
nips, potatoes and oyster plant. These 
limply need to be kept quite dormant. 
This can be done by a temperature be- 
tween the freezing point and, say 40 dc- 


Tlie Civil War had not long been in 


irogrcss, w ten it nearly extinguished the 
cotton flour sack manufacture; but ne- 
cessity was never more truly the mother 


f invention than the war was the cause 


of llic making of the paper flour sack at 
that time. Cotton was not king, as had 
jeen written across tbe length and breadth 
of the land; paper was found to be a 
substitute letter and cheaper than cotton 
itself. As energetic as the firm of Ar- 
kell & Smiths bad been in extending 
their business at the start, they still had 
unused resources of mind and energy to 
attack tbo paper problem and bring it to 
a highly successful solution. 


From 1863 to 1865 the manufacture 


and trade in cotton .lacks hud almost 
wholly dried up, and tliis firm, seeing 
clearly that its business was fraying (Town 
to more thin a ragged edge, commenced 
a series of experiments in several paper 
mills to produce a 'paper of the requisite 
toughness and tensile strength to bear 
abrasion and strain incident to the trans- 
portation of flour. The paper grocery 
lag was then just corning into use, but 
.be paper of which it was, and is still 
made, is so tender and fragile that it 
would liavo been useless for anything ex- 
cpt the lightest contents and for the 
shortest transportation. 
Every known 


and avail;.ble fiber was tested—Austra- 
ian and Spanish grasses, Canadian wile 
rice, straw, Kentucky hemp, Northern 
flax, Hindu jute,', manilla, linen waste 
and many others. No material gave such 
strength us the manilla used in the man- 


grces. Potatoes, of course, must be kept 
free from actual frost, while any of the 
others mentioned will stand a light freeze 
without any positive injury. 


The main point is to not place them in 


the winter quarters until actually neces- 
sary, which will generally be between the 
first and the middle of December. 
But 


as it quite often happens that severe 
weather sets in long before this time, be- 
ing followed by warm spells, the best 
way is to take up and put in temporary 
heaps, covering with a few inches of soil 
This will protect them and perm it of their 
being quickly housed whet) really neces- 
sary 


Tfco market gardener who lias quanti- 


ties to take care of can generally manage 
to keep them mostly out of doors. Hen- 
derson gives these directions, as adoptee 
b^ New York market gardeners. A piece 
of ground as dry as possible is chosen 
if not naturally dry, provision must be 
made to carry off the water lower thai 
the bottom of the pit. 
The pit is duj 


from three to four feet deep, about six 
feet wide, and of the length required; the 
roots are then packed in sections of sa; 
two f'oet wide across the pit, and onl; 
ti the height of the ground level. Be 
tween the sections a space of six indie: 
is left, which is filled up with soil leve 
to the top. 
This leaves the pit filled up 


two f'oet wide in roots and six inches o 
soil, and so on until the whole is finished 
The adVantaga of this is that it is niercl; 
a series of small pits, holding from three 
to five barrels of roots, which can be 
taken out for market without exposing 
the next section, as it is closed off by the 
six inches of soil between. Also that w 
find the roots of all kinds keep safer when 
in small bulk than when large quantitie 
are thrown into one pit together. 
In 


covering, the tops rounded so as to throw 
eff tin: water, with a layer from eighteen 
inches to two feet of soil. This way o 
preserving roots, with perhaps the exccp 
tion of potatoes, is much preferable to 
keeping them in a cellar or root house 
as they are not only fresher, retaiijioj 
their natural fl ivor and color, but fa 
fewer of them are lost by decaying than 
when exposed to the air and varying 
temperature of the cellar." 


Cabbages, except these for midwintc: 


use, which will have to be kept in a eel 
lar, or where they can be got '_at readily 
are best kept out of doors. They are 
pulled up, stood close together on the 
ground, roots up, and covered with six 
inches of soil. Parsnips for spring use 
are kept in tbe ground, being far sweete 
than if housed or pitted. Onions ma; 
be kept in any loft or barn ; they must 
be where it in dry; slight freezing doe 
not hurt them.—Prairie Farmer. 


WHAT WILL BTJKST A GUN.—In bra 


»ido a young man placed the muzzle o 
his fowling piece under the water anc 
fired tbe charge. The result was the 
bursting of the barrel near the breed 
and the mutilation of his hand. Another 
placed and held the muzzle of bis gun 
against a piece of plate window glass

bullet. The glass was shattered and so 
was the gun barrel. Another instance 
was that of an experimenter who had 
haard that a candle could be fired through 
from tbe barrel of a gun through an incb 
board. He drove a candle into the 
tnuzxl • of the gun, fired, and the 
ex- 


plosion split the barrel almost its entire 
length, and did not even drive the candle 
from the muzzle. Still another burst of a 
gun barrel was caused by the use of wet 
grass for • wad, well rammed down over 
a charge of shot. But perhaps one ol 
the must singular exhibitions in this line 
was a Colt's navy revolver, which some 
years ago was sent to the factory in Hart- 
ford, Conn. This was before the adap- 
tation of these pistols to the metallic 
cartridges, and it is probable that in 
loading with open powder tod ball only a 
small amount of powder got into tbe 
chambers, and the bullet was not pro- 
pelled with sufficient force to drive it 
from tbe muzzle ; at least tbe bullet did 
not go out, but lodged. As the scooter 
did not know whether the bullet escap^ 
or not, he kept on firing until the barrel 
bursted or bulged, and when it was sawed 
in two longitudinally there were found 
fourteen bullets wedged one into other, 
and so orach "upset" J»y tbe hammering of 
the iuceesslve explosions of the powder 
charges that some of them were not less 
than one inch in diameter, being flatten- 
ed discs instead of conical bullets.— 
Manuf'i&urerantl Builder.

It was no 
long, however, before it was found tha 
old manilla rope, that had been used i 
'igging on water craft, had all the requ 
site strength and was cheap enough, whil 
a large part of the stickiness of the ne 
fiber was worked out of it by the uaagi 
So the old rope that paper makers ha 
hitherto 
considered 
a nuisance an 


thrown away, was utilized for the ne 
paper flour sack. 


This minilla stock is made into the de 


sired paper by a peculiar process of felt 
ing. The rope is cut into length 
of three or four inches, and beaten 01 
while dry into a mass that looks like th 
hair of a mattress; it is then boiled i 
lime water, beaten for hours in grea 
pounders whose iron ribs comb out th 
fibres without mashing them, and then b 
one step after another, it is carried floa 
ing in water to the face of revolvin 
wires, where it is sucked up against the 
moving faces, all woven, tangled and in 
terlaced, and so passes upon a coutinuou 
moving belt of flannel, where anothi 
soppy wrt sheet made in the same wa; 
joins it, and tbe two, now beginning I 
unite, are passed under and over a Ion 
double low of steam calendars, whic 
squeeze out the water, dry and pack tb 
fibres tightly together, till at last th 
hairy looking pulp that surged at one en 
of the machine likoa foamy sea, is rolle 
up at the other end in big drums of papi 
weighing 450 pounds to the roll.—Pape 
World.

And this prico is not exceptional. Th 
average for good New England turkey 
for the last twenty years, I believe wi 
exceed 18 cents a pound, if it does no 
reach 20 cents. 


If a farmer has reasonable "luck"— 


that is, if he has as good luck as gener 
ally .comes of intelligent care—he ca 
make 1,000 pounds of turkey meat fo 
$100 easily, and sell the same for $200 
or, putting it better: A flock of 10 
turkeys vrltl not cost him in grain fe 
out over $75, if they are killed befor 
Thanksgiving, and they ought to averag 
12 pounds each-, which makes 1,2(X 
pounds in all, and -'to sell for 20 cents 
pound, or $240. I have raised turkey 
for many years—most- years with fai 
success—and whatever tbe success, the 
have always been the best paying produc 
tion of the farm.

Keep over ten hens and a torn ; the hens 
the best birds in the fall flock; part ol 
and part young. Old hens of good habit 
are to ba preferred. Feed lightly al 
winter. About March 1 increase the feec 
and provide places for their nests near th 
house.

Several of the 
lartford companies who have examined 
he facts have found that this mortality

directly from inebriety, and was 


IUD to tbe liberal interpretation of the 
igents, who did not realize that any risk 
if inebriety was perilous unless the in- 
ured had suffered from delirium tremens 
many times. No use of alcohol, either 
moderate or occasionally immoderate 
was thought to be dangerous. 


The agents and examiners had no cleai 


conception of the dangers of alcohol, ant 
treated the companies' views as extreme 
The result was that special examiner, 
were sent, from tbe home office to cance 
all the risks of ten thousand and upwan 
where the insured were found using alco 
10! to any excess. Finally some of tbi 
companies withdrew the agents altogether 
and do not solicit.business in certain sec 
tions. In one case twenty-eight death 
were all traced to the excessive use o 
alcohol, and were all paid, simply becaus 
it was cheaper to settle than to contest 
At a recent meeting of the Tennesse 
State Board of Health, the secretary re 
ported that a Hartford life insuranc 
company had ordered its agents not 
issue any policies in six counties of th 
State, owing to the excessive mortal!t 
of the policy holcers. Tbe question cam 
up of the cause of this mortality; as n 
reports indicated noy special disease i 
this section, a letter was addressed toth 
secretary of the company to know th 
reason. 


The answer was that from the amoun 


of insured lives in these counties, th 
average loss to the company should b 
about sixty-eight thousand dollars, whe 
in fact it was over one hundred and fift 
thousand dollars—more than double th 
loss of any other section, and that withou 
any special cause of epidemic disease. 


The real explanation was the want o 


care in taking risks and the number o 
inebriates who had been taken as prope 
cases. 
It is the same old blunder of sup 


posing inebriety to be a mere vice at th 
control of the victim, and in no way per 
iling life unless used to great extreme! 
—Journal of Inebriety.
